MACK AY'9 GIFT. 


It 
ia announced that John W. 


Mackay, the bonanza millionaire, has 
Wnt to 'the city of Nancy, France, a 
targe sum of money to be expended in 
erecting a statue of Joan of Arc, the 
Maid of Orleans. The sculptor Lor- 
raine has been engaged to devise the 
statue, and it is to be erected npon the 
square where in 1429 the Maid offered 
prayers to her patron saint. 


Joanne d'Arc was a heroine and a 


patriot. She led the French troops to 
victory against the enemies of her 
country. She routed the English, who 
were beseiging Orleans, but a year 
later *as captured by the English. 
The University of Paris decided that 
she should bo tried for sorcery, and 
solicited letters patent from the King 
of England to conduct the trial. She 
was convicted and publicly burned in 
the market place at Bouen and her 
ashes thrown into the Seine. Subse- 
quently she was pronounced a martyr 
to her religion, her country and her 
king, and now John W. Maokay has 
furnished* the money to'commemorate 
her memory in marble or in bronze, 
anJ the patriotic Maid of Orleans, who 
was burned at the stake as a heretic 464 
years ago, is immortalized as a martyr 


While no one will objsct to the gift 


of a statue of Jeanne d'Arc to the city 
of Nancy by Mr. M<tckay, as it is better, 
perhapa, that a part of his millions 
should be spent in commemorating the 
valiant deeds of the Maid of Orleans 
than in feasting the snobs of London 
and Paris, yet perple in this State can- 
not forbear commenting upon the fact 
that neither Mr. Mackay nor any other 
of those who made their millions in 
Nevada, contribute any part of their 
great wealth to the relief of distress in 
this State or to endowing its University 
so that poor bat deserving boys and 
girls could acquire an education at a 
nominal expense. 


COVHTKKfKlTTUG, 


Chief Hazeu of the Treasury Depart- 


ment in bis annnal report shows that 
803 arrests were made during the year 
for violations of the statutes against 
counterfeiting. 
One hundred and 


eigbty-one persons were convicted; 119 
pleaded guilty; 74 are awaiting trial; 
51 are awaiting examination; 69 were 
discharged by United States Commis- 
sioners and 84 were acquitted by 
juries. 


The representative value of altered 


and counterfeit notes and counterfeit 
coins captured during the year was 


1 about $6,000000. 


The inducements to engage in estab- 


lishing private mints on the principle on 
which illicit distilleries are conducted, 
are very great. The moonshiner who 
runs an illicit distillery makes as good 
quality of firewater as the licensed dis- 
tiller, bat be evades the tax of 95 cents 
per gallon on whisky, consequently 
the profit is large. A mint run on 
private account with flue silver at 67 
cents an ounce, can tarn out as good 
coins as the United States mint and 
make a profit of nearly one hundred 
per cent in the business. An excellent 
way to prevent counterfeiting is to 
open the mints to silver as well as to 
gold and get more money in circula- 
tion. As. it is now in many parts of 
the country genuine money is so 


, scarce that counterfeiters attempt to 


•apply the deficiency with counterfeit 
notes and spurious coins, and it costs 
the Government a large amount of 
money to prevent them from succeed- 
ing. 


PROSPEROUS MEXICO. 


The Treasury Department of the 


Mexican Government has published a 
statement of the foreign commerce of 
the country for the fiscal year ended 
June 30,1895. As compared with the 
previous year, it shows an increase of 
$3,713,000 in imports and an increase of 
*ll,im,7DO in exports. The excess of 
exports over imports was $66,854,513. 
The country is prosperous, the balance 
of trade being in its favor, and there is 
no necessity for issuing bonds for gold 
to maintain its credit abroad.

The Powers Confer 


CONSTANTIKOPLE, November 21.—The 


six representatives of the Powers held 
a conference yesterday to discuss cer- 
tain supplementary measures which 
will be recommended to the Porte for 
the restoration of order hi Asia Minor, 
and it is understood that some form of 
common action for1 the protection of 
foreigners is pending.

What Coffin for the defense wanted 


to prove or bring oat was that not less 
than $54,000 bad been specifically and 
detrimentally lost through the acid re- 
turned to the Morgan mill, which was 
afterward used in the Comstook ore 
reductions by that mill, resulting in 
unreasonably higher percentage bullion 
returns to toe Con. Virginia Company 
from battery assays than ever before. 


This testimony was objected to by 


the prosecution and sustained by the 
court. Defense filed objections. 


Ernest Harris, deposit melter at the 


mint since Fickler, examined and com- 
pared the moulds and bars of the spur- 
ious melt in court. He had before 
handled those same bars and moulds, 
and unhesitatingly declared that those 
bars were cast in those very moulds, 
certain inside defects being shown in 
evidence In his judgment those ten 
sboebars were cast in those same 
moulds. Those moulds came from the 
melting department of the mint and 
have not been in use since. In my 
judgment those spurious bars were 
cast in those moulds. Have been a 
melter off and on since 1880. Never 
have found a melt that would not 
melt. 


Phil A. Doyle, founder and melter at 


the V. & T. R. K. works for many years, 
recognized the bars shown to the jury 
as the spurious melt. He bad studied 
the points and together with many 
friends concluded that those bars 
showing the defects and incidental 
breakages constituted the noted spur- 
ious melt. Found no other bars out of 
three or foui hundred in the mint that 
fitted those moulds 


James W. Spargeou testified that he 


was employed in the mint fourteen 
years 
Heney was doing helper work 


washing out and sweetening the gold 
sometimes. Takes two men to do it 
and I worked with him. Never knew 
Heney to be there after dark except 
when he would assist the foreman in 
doing delayed cupel work. We always 
hanged our clothes entirely and a 


watchman was at the door as we came 
out 
Know of opportunities for any- 


body to steal in the refinery and 
other places if they were so inclined in 
small quantities. Larger abstractions 
would be more difficult and dangerous. 
Gold could have been taken from the 
sweetening tubs without detection. 
Never knew Heney to do any special 
meanness or wrong in anything. Every- 
body .with him bad the same oppor- 
tunities. Ail sweepings and wasteage 
wont into a big crock for subsequent 
treatment. Assisted in weighing the 
bullion on sundry occasions and was 
present at the mint annual settlement 
in 1892. Have assisted considerably in 
Handling coin from the mint. As to 
the mint loss or wasteage I discovered a 
place where I found some sweetened 
silver and about tea ounces of granu- 
lated gold. This was the last place I 
hunted. 


Where I found the gold was in the 


tank which receives the waste flow from 
the chloride tank, and from the sink 
where the employes wash their hands. 
The gold I found was m the granulated 
form, such as results from the sul- 
phuric acid process. 


Heney was first employed m the 


mint in 1889 as coalman 
He was in 


the 
refinery 
in 
1890 and 
was 


silver dissolver when Pearce was fore- 
man. 
Impossible to steal without 


others seeing it, snd even if a man did 
steal gold from the sweetening tub the 
acid would burn a hole in his pocket 
directly. Long gauntlet rubber gloves 
are used in handling the sweetening 
process, as the hands are frequently 
required to stir or manipulate the 
metal under treatment. Gold could be 
abstracted at such times. Never knew 
of any watchmen on the process other 
than those engaged in it. Heney and 
myself frequently ate oar lunch to- 
gether in the refinery. Think I have 
seen him eat in the cupel room. His 
lunch was generally brought to him by 
his sister-in-law. He would go down 
the first stairs and out through the* 
cellar to the yard and to the fence 
to receive it, returning the same way. 
Did so wearing bis jworking clothes. 
Have frequently met him in the cellar 
going or returning with bis lunch pail. 


The metal treated m tho cupel furnace 


was such as could not be worked in the 
refinery on account of its baseness. 
Heney sometimes staged after hoars to 
assist Pearce when delayed at the 
cupel furnace. We ull changed nil of 
our clothes nhsn we quit, leaving the 
mint in our street clothes. Each had a 
closet or lockor where he placed his 
working clothes, and there were bath 
tubs in the changing room where we 
bathed if we liked. 


Gold grauulatioa frequently got scat 


tared on tho floor, and was recovered 
by mopping or sweeping. One time 
discovered quite a little lot of gold 
granulations in the small tank into 
which passes the drainage from the 
sink where we all washed oar hands 
There was a couple of tablespoonfnlf of

it, and it was granulated, like sand. 
Bradley mopped the floor several times, 
washing (he mop afterward in the sink. 
He wa^ (oM by Likens not to do it any 
more «n;l he obeyed. Likens and my- 
self were the regular silver dissolvers. 
Heney only acted as such three or four 
times. He sometimes assisted at the 
gold sweetenia?. We generally wore 
woolen clothing at work, on account of 
the action of the acids used in the re- 
flniug. Likens wns ex-offlcio foreman. 
I have frequently worked with hict 
after hour; when required. 
I have 


done night v»ork several times all alone 
Pearcp, the regular foremau.freqnenily 
coming iu. Heney has worked then 
also at night with Paarce. 


Tne liquid stays in the settling tanks 


or houses over night, and is siphonec 
off next morning to within two inches 
of the sedimentary deposit precipitated 
at the bottom. It runs out to ons ol 
the tanks in the yard. The taak is six 
or seven feet deep by sis feet v.ide uud 
long. Three feet from the bottom is a 
bole for outlet to the sewer. The 
liquid solution is drawn off from the 
chloride tanks, in refining, sometimes 
during a week or in five or six weeks, 
according to use. Anything in solution 
in the yard tank would haveto be acted 
upon to be precipitated to the bottom.

Witness 
said that from bis knowledge and mint 
experience he did not know how to 
account for this shortage found in gold 
and silver. 


John T. Jones, sworn—This book 


shown me is the consolidation melts 
record. It is not the book kept when 
I come into the mint. It is incorrect 
and incomplete as I found when I tried 
to trace up that spurious melt. I could 
not find either it or the missing small 
gold bar number 166. The spnriouR 
melt came in under Zabriskie'a admin- 
istration and the missing gold bar 
under Harris. That book could never 
be made to balance. This one shown 
me was prepared and kept by myself in 
place of it and can be relied upon as 
being correct.

Kill* by » Blow—Quickly Beplmcc* tost

"Nobody was ever bitten by a rattle-' 


unke, and nobody ever will be," eaid a 
..an who has studied them. 
"And the 


e;ison is the best that conld possibly ba 


rattlesnake can't bite. It isn't likely 


hat any creature that lives and is pro- 
-ided with teeth and jaws has less pow- 
v of biting. The snake's jaws are not 
ringed. They are attached to each other 
>r an elastic cartilage. Thus the snake 
>us no leverage whatever in closing one 
,aw against the other, and if it attempt- 
ed to inflict injury-by biting it couldn't 
»o much as pierce the skin. The fangs 
of a rattlesnake are driven into the 
flosli by a stroke, not a bite, as is well 
;ho-,va by tho fact that punctures are 
nade only by the armament of the np- 
ter jaw. The lower jaw has nothing to 
do \?Hh the act. A man striking a boat 
took into a log is an exact representa- 
ioii of the manner ill which the rattle- 
snake bites. So whenever any one tells 
yon about some one else being bitten by 
a rattlesnake bet him it isn't so. You'll I 
win. It is an impossibility for a rattle? • 
snake to bite. 


Bnt although the rattlesnake can't 


bite, if you're fooling around in a coun- 
try where he is spending the summer, 
yon want to keep your eye peeled. And 
there is one particular thing yon don't 
want to forget. It is n common and 
widespread fallacy that a rattlesnake is 
entirely harmless so long as he is un- 
coiled. I believed that once and found 
ont by a startling personal experience 
that it wasn't so. It is true that when 
a rattlesnake is stretched at full length, 
\vith the muscles extended to the utmost, 
he conld not strike an inch forward, 
but from that position he can strike 
backward his full length and with 
lightuinglike velocity. One day I drop- 
ped a big stoue on the head of a big 
rattler that lay in this position, crash- 
ing the head, the stone lying partly on 
the head. 
After gazing for some time 


at the quivering reptile so suddenly 
taken from life, I stooped down to re- 
move his rattles. I had no sooner 
touched his tail than his mutilated head 
flew back, and almost grazing my 
cheek struck tho sleeve of my coat just 
below the shoulder, where both fangs 
were buried, pulling ont of the jaw aud 
remaining in the sleeve as the snake 
fell back to the ground. They had not 
missed my cheek by more than a hair's 
breadth. 
With precaution I have made 


that test of a rattlesnake's capacity of 
striking in that way many times since 
then, and the snake always struck. The 
instinct is so strong iu this"r6ptile that 
I have known a rattler two hours after 
its head was severed from its body to 
strike back fiercely with its bleeding 
stump the instant its tail was touched. 


"Bnt the typical position of the rat- 


tlesnake when intent on deadly assault 
is the coil. 
This is' not always a sym- 


metrical spiral, but the body is massed 
in more or less regular folds, the mus- 
cles are contracted, and tho reptile is 
literally an animate set spring. From 
this position the rattler-can spring from 
one-half to two-thirds of his length. 
Before the stroke tho mouth is opened 
wide, the fangs falling down from their 
sockets in the upper jaw and standing 
firmly in their position. Tho head is 
thrust forward, the half coils below it 
being straightened ont to lengthen the 
neck and to give power to the strike. 
There is no preliminary motion. The 
stab is made with abrupt swiftness that 
defies escape of the victim. There is but 
one strike. 
The snake passes back into 


its coil again with the same swiftness 
that it threw itself out. As the fangs 
enter-the flesh the venom is injected. If 
the thing struck at is beyond the rat- 
tler's reach, the snake has the power of 
squirting its venom in jets, which it 
can do to a distance of four feet or more. 


Sometimes a rattlesnake loses its 


fangs in the flesh of the object it strikes, 
but that does only temporary damage 
to its deadly armory. There are plenty 
of incipient fangs lying in the jaw, only 
waiting for a chance like that to come 
forward and be in line for business. 
They grow very fast, and in the course 
of iwo or three days a rattlesnake that, 
has lost its fangs is refitted with a 
brand new pair. This is n good Hiiug 
to remember, for it is the popnlr.r be- 
lief that a tattler is made harmless by 
extracting its venom fangs. 
The culy 


way to render one of these- reptiles 
harmless, besides killing it, is to apply 
redhot iron to the cavities left by the 
fangs. This will destroy all the vitality 
of these dangerous parts, and new fangs 
will not come in. 


'"The rattlesnake never pursues his 


prey; he waits. 
He will not go out oi 


his way to attack anything. He will in- 
variably keep on his course if not cor- 
nered or teased. 
Yon may step within 


four inches of. a rattlesnake and will 
not be disturbed by it if yon keep right 
on your way. If yon stop, the snake at 
once will take it for a challenge and 
hit yon only too quick. It is said, as if 
by authority, that the rattlesnake never 
sounds his rattle until he has coiled. If 
that is so, rattlesnakes that I have seen 
must have been freaks, for they have 
rattled when lying at full length and 
even when moving, as well as in their 
coils. The rattler, when traveling, will 
cross lakes and streams, and he swims 
with his head and bis rattles raised 
well above the water. 
The force with 


which a rattlesnake can strike is such 
that I once teased one into striking at a 
pieco of belting at least a quarter of an 
Jnch thick, and he sent bis fangs clear 
through it"—New York Sun.

is my pleasing duty to teach Greek, Latin, 
French,: English, mathematics: and BO other 
things to the "sons of gentlemen." I receive 
board and lodging and* £60 a year from my 
benevolent employer, who makes a net profit 
of over £1,500 per annum ont of his school. 


My poor old dad (a country parson) was al- 


ways anxious that I should receive "the edu- 
cation of a gentleman, " so he pinched and 
screwed to tend me to a good public school 
and subsequently to Oxford. I may say, with- 
oat conceit, that, I distinguished myself at 
both places, winning scholarships and, other 
prizes vrith n. facility that seemed to mark me 
ont for tho life of on instructor of youth.- Be- 
hold me, then, at tho age of 29, rolling in the 
lordly stipend mentioned above and luxuriat- 
ing iu tho "home comforts," which; according 
to Us Bdvurtiwmsnte, my principal supplies 
for bia boys. 
During nine mouths in tho year I may be 


said to be on duty for the whole £4 hours, 
When I am not teaching my boys, I am play- 
ing football or cricket with them, and I am 
even obliged to sleep in the same dormitory 
with 13 hearty youngsters, who snore like 
utoaro sirens. The worst feature of the life ia 
the fact that thero ia no future before me.' If 
I had a capital of £3,000, or oven £1,000, 1 might 
start a school of my own ; but, as it is, I can 
hope for nothing better. What will become of 
me in my old age I tremble to think. There 
are hundreds of expensively educated young 
fellows in the United Kingdom who can earn 
no more at schoolmastering than I do.
